there must bo consultation and conference 
among its members. 
Hence comes tho 


province of tho eo-oftUed caucus, or primary 
meeting 
uutl tho delegated couveution, 


where those interested may agree upon 
principles aud candidates to 
represent 


those principles. Tho caucus affords, or at 
lecst should afford, ft careful comparison of 
viowp, a frank nnd honest expression of 
preference for representatives and a harmo- 
nious blending of interests for tho common 
good. 


Such is the ideal caucus ; nnd when it has 


been held nnd free aud fair discussion had 
on the questions at issue, it is wel! that there 
should bo » general acquiescence in tho con- 
clusions reached. 
Plainly r no party could 


succeed were it admitted that there waa no 
binding power, iu a moral sense, in the de- 
cisions of such primary meetings and con- 
ventions. The majority should rule iu tha 
part}', ns well as iu the country as a JJwhoIe. 
There must be orgtmizsitiou, ;la machine," 
if the nnuio is preferred, or there otm bo no 
com LO ou ground of action in the advance- 
ment of common interests. 


But with all this understood ami admitted, 


thero must also be bounds lo tho authority 
nnd binding power of (mucus action. 
The 


political convention' imiy become corrupt,

This is tho period of the year for fishing 


tho sea-urchiu, when (ho smooth fiurfnco 
and trausnareucy of the water enable tho 
lishermeu to perceive the submarine rocks 
at no grent depth. 
Tho sea-urehiu ia called 


(jin-fjifl 
by tho inhabitants of tho conat of 


I'l-ovenee aud Italy. Those ccltinoilermata 
are little known in Pnria, for afi they ere 
very perishable they are rarely Beut to the 
capital, which is to be regretted for the 
Parisians, for they are very succulent aud 
delicate 
eating 
aud ,are 
much 
es- 


teemed by tho southern populations. 
The 


people of Provence, Italy and Spain are very 
fond of the sea-urchin, which they also call 
sea cheeluut. 
When tho sen ia culm and 


not rufiled by tho least wind tho fishery is 
carried on along the rocliy shores by small 
boats carrying two men armed with a three, 
pronged pole or a hook. 
They examine the 


bed of tbe sen, nnd when they discover a 
sen-urchin ranking its way slowly along the 
snnd or hiding itself in tbe fissures of the 
rocks, they harpoon it cleverly. 
Tho mar- 


kets in tbe ports of tbe Mediterranean are 
well supplied with Ibis produce at tho timo 
of tho fishery, which is carried on general- 
ly in the months of March nnd April.— 
i Oourrier de Lyons.
